501.  De Anza Special Study Planning Update-Stacey LoMedico, Assistant Chief Operating 
Officer 

                

Ms. LoMedico gave a verbal update on the forthcoming planning for De Anza Special Study 

Area (approximately 76-acres) as outlined in the Mission Bay Park Master Plan. She 

introduced Ms. Robin Shifflet, Developement Project Manager III of the Planning 
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Department who will lead the effort through the completion of the planning, which could 

take up to 3-years. While the Planning Department will take the lead, they will be assisted by 

staff from the Real Estate Assets and the Park and Recreation Departments. The planning 

will go through 3 core phases: 1) Project Start Up/ Public Outreach, 2) Development of the 

De Anza Plan/Preparation and Process of CEQA document, 3) Project Adoption/Coastal 

Commission. 

 

The planning will include workshops, meetings with stakeholders, public notices, and a final 

general development plan for De Anza and plan amendment.   

 

The project will seek final approval via a Local Coastal Plan (LCP) Amendment form the 

California Coastal Commission.
